Collector lloey of Nognles and lnspeotor 
Tossty 
Arrested, 
Accused 
nf 
Smuggling 
Chlunmeu. 
Washington, Aug. 21. 
Treasury 
officials havo unearthed 
Avhat thoy 
allege is 
a 
wide 
conspiracy 
in 
Nogales.Ariz., 
to admit Chinese to 
tho United States. 
Thus far tho collector at Nogales, 
Wm. Hooy, 
and Deputy 
Chinese 
Inspector B. F. Jossov, 
Frank IIo 
and another 
Chinaman 
who lives 
at 
Clifton, 
havo 
been 
arrested. 
Other arrests will follow. 
It is charged that 
Chincso 
in 
large numbers have been 
permit- 
ted to cross tho 
border upon 
the 
paj'mont of from fifty to two 
hun- 
dred dollars a piece. 
Hooy was 
appointed 
about 
a 
year and a half ago from Indiana, 
where ho 
was 
a well known 
politician. 
For some 
timo past complaints 
havo been 
pouring 
into tho 
De- 
partment 
of tho easo with which 
Chincso 
crossed 
tho 
lino 
from 
Mexico to tho United States. Once 
in a while 
a bunch of Cinnamon 
would 
bo 
arrested, 
but rarely 
through 
tho intervention 
of the 
Nogalas custom houso. 
It was alleged in ono 
communi- 
cation to tho Dopartmont that two 
custom houso guards, 
or as thoy 
aro sometimes 
called, lino riders, 
were instructed by Collector Hooy 
to rido in a certain 
direction 
and 
avoid another certain route. 
This 
made the guards 
suspicious, 
and 
after a conference thoy proceeded 
in tho forbidden 
direction and ran 
up against six 
Chinamen 
making 
thoir way to tho United States. 
In other communications 
to tho 
Department 
tho allegation is flat- 
ly made that a combine of China- 
men had been formed on the Mexi- 
can side of tho lino, who ontered 
into an arrangement 
with tho cus- 
tom 
officials 
by means of which 
Chinamen wore permitted 
to 
be 
smuggled into tho United States 
on the payment 
of 
250 for 
each 
celestial so smuggled 
It was said 
that this monoy 
was 
divided 
up 
pro rata among officials 
according 
to their authority. 
Special agents of tho Department 
wore 
quietly 
sent 
to 
Nogales, 
whoro thoy passed themselves 
off 
as mining men, 
and quietly 
took 
in tho 
situation. 
Tho arrest 
of 
Hooy and Jossoy was based on tho 
reports made by the agents. 
The 
arrests woro quietly made, but ac- 
tive prosecution of tho 
accused is 
promised by tho Treasury Depart- 
ment.

Chinese Inspector 
accidentally shot and killed 
him-so- lf 
at his residence

morning. 
About three o'clock Jossey heard 
a noiso in the hen houso and think- 
ing 
that 
thieves were at work, 
ho took a largo revolver 
from tho 
bureau 
drawer 
and crept 
to tho 
fonco whoro ho attempted to mount 
a laddor. 
It is supposed that tho 
ladder slipped and in tho fall tho 
gun was discharged, tho bullet en- 
tering Jossoy's breast. 
Tho wife heard tho noiso 
and 
was quickly on tho scono 
but tho 
husband was unconscious and died 
in a few minutes. 
Owing to the fact that Jossey is 
supposed to bo implicated 
in tho 
recent scandal regarding 
the 
im- 
porting of Chincso into tho United 
States, a great 
many thought it 
suicide, but the inquest shows that 
tho shooting was accidental.

and at it 
thoy went.

mining all noblo ideate of duty and 
manhood."

soldiers, 
or doctors, 
and 
othora. 
Ono of these duties 
is to 
protect 
pmonois loft to their care, and not 
abandon thorn 
to mobs. 
IIo said:

local public opinion, 
which domi 
nates in some places, that a sheriff 
is not bound to. tako 
any 
risks, 
ovon to loss of lifo or limb 
in

of a prisoner, wo abdicato all 
our past and bow down and

ship 
false 
and 
base 
standards 
of duty. 
Why 
should not 
tho 
shoriu' dio at 
his 
post as well 
as 
tho locomotive 
engineer,, 
or 
tho 
yriest, or the 
doctor, 
or tho 
sol 
dior? 
Wo aro setting a baleful ex 
ample to our young sons, who arc 
coming up around us, if wo 
teach 
that when a prisonor is given to an 
officer that officer is free to desort 
his post of duty becauso there may

Hamilton,

can theories of government aro be 
ingadvocated by tho'MoKinloyitos 
as a substitute for tho teachings of 
Thomas Jeiforson, under which tho 
United States has advancod to first 
placo 
as 
a world 
power, 
would 
havo established 
a 
federal 
mon- 
archy in placo of tho presont 
re- 
public, if his will had prevailed at 
the time 
of 
this 
government's 
foundation. 
Hamilton 
was infatuated 
with 
everything English. 
IIo was 
ono 
of tho 
first 
brood 
of American 
Anglomaniacs 
now so overwhelm- 
ingly in evidence 
in tho republi 
can party. 
IIo had no use for any 
but 
a rich 
man, and never for 
a 
moment subscribed 
to tho Ameri- 
can 
idea of popular 
government 
as urged by Jeflbrson and onlogiz- - 
ed by Lincoln. Tho Amciican 
con- 
stitution, under tho terms of which 
popular 
government 
was 
made 
possible, was not congenial to him. 
IIo was not in sympathy 
with tho 
American 
creed 
of 
liberty 
and 
equal rights. 
This man, who believed and de 
clared tho British 
government 
of 
his day to be tho best government 
known to man, tho republican par- 
ty is now 
eulogizing 
as having 
held tho soundest and truest Amer 
ica views of government 
and of 
national policy. 
It is natural, howovcr, that 
should woiship 
Alex- 
ander Hamilton. 
Lattcrday 
fed- 
eralism 
stands 
for exactly 
what 
Hamilton represented 
servility to 
England, 
government of tho com- 
mon pcoplo by a privileged 
caste, 
tho centralization of power in tho 
hands of tho president, 
the weak- 
ening of tho states, 
a big standing 
army, 
tho 
monarchical 
idea 
in 
homo and foreign policies. 
Ham- 
ilton would have beon tho willing 
tool of tho trusts today, just as is 
McKinley. 
Ho 
would 
havo 
be- 
lieved in "perpotuating" 
tho trust 
dominanco in our 
governmental 
affairs, just as 
does Mark Hanna. 
Ho would havo been a ruthless 
im- 
perialist, just as aro all tho modern 
lopublican managors. 
Tho American 
pooplo aro tho 
world's greatest nation today 
be- 
causo thoy havo held to Jofferson's 
teachings. 
Thoy would bo living 
under a monaiehy today if Hamil- 
ton had provailed 
ovor Jofferson. 
Thoy do not crave Hamiltonism. 
It is good for tho country that 
is coming out into tho 
open in testifying 
to its faith in 
Hamilton's 
bogus 
Americanism. 
Tho people will know just how to 
deal with tho party 
of Hamilton. 


In 
an 
article 
discussing

industrial changes, since 1893 Hon. 
Carroll D. Wright calls attontion 
to tho fact that in tho basic 
indus- 
try 
of tho 
country, 
agriculture, 
there is an increase in the number
